Logistically, I will work towards the new block constructed on the line that 
each lawyer gets his/her own chamber, this will certainly hold up professional 
secrecy. 

Foremost, the struggle for freedom must be perpetual in our endeavours. We will 
continue to stand up against oppression, we will ensure that we will not be cowed 


down and we will never be exhausted towards the final goal of realising freedom for 
us and our people together. 

The vision of the Bar Association should be to rank among the foremost Bar 
Associations in the world. To achieve this vision, the Bar Association requires 
visionary leadership and direction. To this end, I present myself as a candidate for 
the position of the Vice President of the Bar Association.
